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Secretary Butz quits 
over racial remark 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz resigned today 
after making a disparaging racial 
remark which embarrassed President 
Ford’s administration. 
Butz, 67, ended his five-year tenure as 
a Cabinet member after meeting with 
Ford at the White House. Politicans 
from both parties had urged Ford to fire 
Butz, but many farm leaders said the 
Agriculture secretary should remain on 
the job. 
Butz told a White House news con­ 
ference he decided to step aside “in the 
best interests” of Ford’s election cam­ 
paign and administration. 
“I have just submitted my letter of 
resignation and the President has ac­ 
cepted it,” Butz said. 
Butz, his eyes watering, read aloud his 
letter of resignation, in which he 
apologized for his racial joke that led to 
demands that he be fired. 
In his brief letter, Butz said: 
“Dear Mr. President: 


“I hereby submit my resignation as 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
“I sincerely apologize for any offense 
that may have been caused by the unfor­ 
tunate choice of language used in recent 
conversation and reported publicly. 
“It has been a high privilege to serve 
as a member of the Ford administration. 
American farm ers will always be 
grateful to you for your solid support of 
our efforts to raise their incomes and to 
permit them to manage their farms 
without excessive governmental regula­ 
tion 
“I shall always be your ardent sup­ 
porter. 
“Sincerely yours, 
“Earl L. Butz.” 
Butz’ offending remark took place on 
an airliner leaving Kansas City after the 
Republican National Convention in 
August and concerned a vulgar listing of 
what pleased blacks. 
Besides his letter of resignation and 
his oral statement to reporters at the 
White House. Butz issued a written state­ 


ment saying, “This is the price I pay for 
a gross indiscretion in a private conver­ 
sation. The use of a bad racial commen­ 
tary in no way reflects my real at­ 
titude. 
“By taking this action, I hope to 
remove even the appearance of racism 
as an issue in the Ford campaign,” the 
statement said. 
"President Ford is a decent man with 
high moral values, who insists that every 
American be treated equally and with 
dignity. Every member of his ad­ 
ministration must and does subscribe to 
the same values,” Butz’ statement said. 
Ford had valued Butz in the campaign 
because of the secretary’s respect and 
influence in the traditional Republican 
Midwest farm areas where some falling 
prices and last year’s temporary foreign 
grain export embargo weakened the 
President. 
Before Butz announced his resigna­ 
tion, several farm groups had said they 
still supported the Agriculture se­ 
cretary.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today signed a massive tax revision 
bill, saying that he disagreed with many 
of its provsions, but “on balance, 
however, this legislation is sound, 
positive and long overdue.” 
The five-inch thick bill which Ford 
signed in an Oval Office ceremony, ex­ 
tends all current tax cuts at least 
through 1977 and makes thousands of 
other changes ranging from an increased 
new minimum tax to expanded tax 
breaks for working parents and the 
elderly.” 
Ford said he was pleased with 
Congress' action in raising the minimum 
tax and in curbing some tax shelters, and 
was “gratified” that Congress had ap­ 
proved relief from estate taxes which he 
said he had proposed 
However, Ford criticized Congress for 
failure to approve his proposed extra $10 
billion in individual tax cuts, and. “I will 
again urge Congress next year to further 


reduce the tax burden on Americans by 
increasing the personal income tax ex­ 
emption from $750 to $1,000.” 
Ford said he also would propose that 
Congress grant new accelerated 
depreciation tax breaks for industry 
investing in new plant and equipment in 
areas of high unemployment, plus other 
proposals in the area of capital forma­ 
tion and broadened stock ownership. 
In the meantime, however, he said, the 
legislation he signed “does go a long way 
toward providing common sense and 
equity in our tax system.” 
The voluminous bill continues current 
tax cuts and makes thousands of other 
changes 
In some way, it affects almost every 
segment of American society. 
Several new tax advantages are 
opened by the bill, notably for railroads 
and airlines. But a number of loophole- 
closing amendments, including curbs oif 
some tax shelters, already have tax

SALISBURY. Rhodesia (UPI) - High- 
ranking U S. and British officials met 
with Prime Minister Ian Smith today, 
seeking to organize a conference that 
would set up an interim government to 
pave the way for black majority rule in 
Rhodesia. 
William Schaufele, U S 
assistant 
secretary of state for African affairs, 
and Ted Rowlands, British minister of 
state for African and Commonwealth af­ 
fairs, declined to comment on their 
hopes for the talks before the meeting 
began at 3.10 p.m. at Independence. 
Smith's official residence 
Schaufele and Rowlands had flown in 
from South Africa earlier in the day 
Schaufele, the first high American of­ 
ficial to visit Rhodesia since Washington 
closed its consular offices seven years 
ago. played down an accusation by a 
black nationalist leader that the United 
States had chosen his arch-rival as the 
potential black leader of Rhodesia. 
The charge was made Sunday by 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, president of one 
of two rival factions of the African 
National Council, who said Washington 
was planning to place rival leader 
Joshua Nkomo in power. 
“The United States position is not to 
take sides with any faction or any 
group,” Schaufele said. 
The two diplomats have been traveling 
around black Africa gathering views of 
the so-called "frontline” states pushing 
for an end to minority rule here. 
The conference they are trying to 
organize will mark the first concrete 
step toward implementing plans laid 
down by Secretary of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and reluctantly accepted by 
Smith 
The plans call for a transfer of power 
to Rhodesia’s black majority within two 
years 
The right-wing Rhodesia National 
party said in a statement it has cabled 
Kissinger, British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland and South African 
P rim e M in ister John V o r ster, 
demanding to participate at the im­ 
pending conference. 
The two envoys already have met with 
the black presidents of Tanzania, 
Botswana, Mozambique and Zambia who 
are supporting the guerrilla war against 
the Smith government. 
Rowlands told reporters in Lusaka, 
Zambia Sunday that he and Schaufele 
hoped to “lay the groundwork, through 
consultations, for the conference” — es­ 
pecially regarding the location of the 
talks 
The establishment of an interim 
government is the first step toward 


majority rule, which will be worked out 
by a separate constitutional conference 
As the talks continue on the question of 
an interim government, black nationalist 
leaders have begun jockeying for 
political power. 


Bishop Abel Muzorewa. a popular 
black nationalist and leader of one of two 
rival factions of the African National 
Council, returned Sunday from a 14- 
month self-exile to the cheers and blackr 
power salutes of 100,000 blacks 


Muzorewa. a Methodist prelate, ac­ 
cused Washington of trying to place his 
arch-rival, Joshua Nkomo, in power. 


Muzorewa was to meet with Nkomo in 
Salisbury, presumably to discuss unify­ 
ing the black factions, although re­ 
presentatives from eight provincial 
organizations in the Muzorewa camp 
voted Saturday against unity with 
Nkomo 


lawyers searching for new ways to 
shelter their clients’ income from the 
IRS agents. 
Developed over three years by con­ 
gressmen and staff members, subjected 
to intense lobbying by both reformers 
and special interests, it is the first major 
revision of tax law since 1969 
Ford announced in his first debate with 
Jimmy Carter that he would sign the bill, 
but blasted Congress for failing to grant 
an additional $10 billion tax cut he had 
requested. 
Congress' tax-writing committees ig­ 
nored that proposed cut because most of 
the extra $10 billion would have gone to 
upper-middle and upper-income persons 
Even Ford’s strongest Republican sup­ 
porters made only a weak effort in his 
behalf. 
The bill’s $17 3 billion tax cut section 
gives no one a greater cut than Congress 
approved last year It merely extends all 
current tax cuts at least through 1977, 
saving most Americans from a weekly 
increase in withholding rates of $3 to $6 
per week. 
The most common example given is a 
family of four making $15,000, who would 
have been forced to pay $180 a year in ex­ 
tra taxes if the bill had not been enacted. 
In its first full year, 1977, the bill’s 
“ loophole closing” amendments in­ 
crease taxes on certain groups by $3 
billion, mainly the wealthy who have 
been using tax free preference income to 
avoid taxes. This increase in the 
minimum tax alone raises $1 billion of 
that amount. 
In addition, curbs are placed on tax 
shelters in real estate, farming and other 
industries. 


The bill then gives away $1.4 billion 
through new or expanded tax breaks for 
individuals and industry, much of that 
going for expanded child-care tax breaks 
for working parents ($384 million) and an 
expanded retirement income credit ($391 
million). 


This means the bill raises a net $1.6 
billion in “ reform” its first year, 
although this drops off to about $1 billion 
a year through 1981 as reductions in the 
estate and gift tax begin to take effect. 
Ford, Carter head West 
after debate briefings 


United Press International 
President Ford and Jimmy Carter 
headed west today, their arguments in 
the next presidential debate perhaps tip­ 
ped in advance by the men they chose to 
brief them for it. 
Two old adversaries, Henry Kissinger 
and James Schlesinger, are acting the 
roles of “seconds” for the next televised 
confrontation between Ford and Carter 
Wednesday night in San Francisco. 
Ford had more on his mind than the 
debate, however The latest controversy 
over what many felt were racist 
remarks by Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz swirled in the media all 
weekend, with many Democrats 
and 
some Republicans — calling for his im­ 
mediate dismissal. 
Over the weekend, Secretary of 
State Kissinger briefed Ford while 
former Secretary of Defense Schlesinger 
helped Carter prepare for Wednesday's 
debate on foreign policy and national 
defense. 
Schlesinger, an economist who headed 
the CIA briefly before moving to the 
Defense Department under Richard M. 
Nixon, is a “hard-liner” on U S defense 
needs and holds the view the Soviet 
Union had the better of detente and the 
nuclear arms agreements. 
So the hours he spent closeted with 
Carter in Plains, Ga , fueled reports the 
Georgian would adopt a conservative 


anti-Communist stand in the debate 
Wednesday, while Ford was expected to 
extol the peaceful benefits of detente. 
Two new polls published over the 
weekend represented good news and bad 
news for Carter. The Yankelovich poll 
published in “Time” magainze showed 
the two candidates in a dead heat at 43 
per cent each. 
But Carter's own resident pollster 
Patrick Cadell showed reporters his 
charts giving Carter a 9-point lead over 
Ford, 51 to 42 per cent, and said the 
Democrat had reversed a downward 
trend and was once again gaining 
strength.

Legislation which would per­ 
mit the county’s Superior Court 
to take over court-related func­ 
tions currently performed by 
County Clerk-Recorder Howard 
Menzel has been signed by Gov.

At the same time, the gover­ 
nor has vetoed a bill passed by 
the Legislature at the request 
of the Board of Supeevisors 
which would give the super­ 
visors — instead of the Superior 
Court — control over the salary 
of Court Administrator Allen 
Abersman. 
Presiding 
Superior Judge 
Floyd C. Dodson, engaged in a 
hectic runoff battle for re- 
election against Deputy County 
Counsel Bruce Dodds, was 
viewed in local judicial and 
political circles as emerging 
with the victor’s laurels in con­ 
tests with the Board of Super­ 
visors in both matters. 
Menzel fought Assembly Bill 
4071 — the measure which could 
strip him of court-related 
p ow ers w hich co m p rise a 
major part of his office — and 
lost the battle. He had figured 
in an earlier skirmish with 
Judge Dodson revolving about 
the judge’s 
wishes to make 
further use of the historic 
Mural Room in the Courthouse 
as his court and installing Aber- 
sman’s office there, also. 
AB 4071, the m easure in­ 
troduced by Assemblyman John 
J. Miller, Oakland, would be ef­ 
fective next Jan. 1, Menzel said. 
M ille r, a D e m o c r a t, is 
chairman of State Judical Coun­ 
cil, of which Judge Dodson is 
also a member. 
Superior Court Judge John T. 
Rickard had supported the 
county supervisors in asking the 
governor to sign Senate Bill 
1564, a local bill introduced by 


Sen. Omer Rains, 
D-Santa 
Barbara-Ventura, and calling 
for supervisorial control over 
Abersman’s pay, now pegged at 
$27,866 annually. 
The supervisors and Judge 
R ickard had cla im ed the 
current practice of singling out 
the cou rt a d m in istr a to r ’s 
salary to be determined by the 
court while compensation for 
other court-related posts was 
fixed by county supervisors has 
resulted in a salary imbalance 
both inequitable and difficult to 
justify. 
Judge Rickard said Aber­ 
sman’s salary was raised 40 per 
cent between 1972 and 1975 or 
almost double the salary raise 
of Abersman’s assistant in that 
span, with recommendation 
Abersman be raised to $30,157 
in 1975. 
But while serving as acting 
presiding judge of the court 
Aug. 20, Judge Charles S. 
Stevens Jr. called on the gover­ 
nor’s office to sign the Miller 
bill and veto the Rains bill, 
which was done. Judge Stevens 
said the Miller bill “at long last 
... provides opportunity for the 
courts to m eet their respon­ 
sibilities and to be held accoun­ 
table for their performance” 
and adding that currently the 
courts have had “little or no 
control over clerical activities 
which have major impact on 
their ability to function effec­ 
tively." 
Judge Stevens in the same ap­ 
peal to Miller branded the bill 
affecting Abersman’s salary as 
being “passed under the guise 
of a local m easure.” He said 
the Rains Bill would “ take 
aw ay the c o u r t’s cu rren t 
authority to determine the level 
of competence of its executive 
officer by determ ining his 
salary.”

Rabid bat 
found in area 


The second case of animal 
rabies in Santa Barbara County 
this year 
w as con firm ed 
September 29, 1976, by the 
County Health Care Services 
Laboratory, according to Press 
M cCallum, 
County Animal 
Control Supervisor. The animal 
found to be rabid was a bat 
from the Rucker Road area of 
Lompoc There was no human 
contact. 


So far in 1976, 101 animals 
have been tested for rabies, 
with the previous positive 
diagnosed in March. Even 
though the incidence has been 
low this year, there is always 
the likelihood of rabies being 
present among wildlife. Accor­ 
dingly. all persons walking or 
camping where wildlife is pre­ 
sent, should stay on designated 
trails, and should not sleep un­ 
protected on the ground. 


The public is warned not to 
handle, nor allow their children 
to play with w ildlife, par­ 
ticularly skunks, bats, or foxes. 
Any wild animal that appears 
sick or does not fear the 
presence of humans is suspect 
and should be avoided. All inci­ 
dents of involvem ent with 
suspected animals should be 
rep o rted im m e d ia te ly to 
Countv Animal Control. Phone 
964-8848, Ext 381. 


Mental Health Assoc,

The Lompoc Mental Health 
A ssociation (LMHA) is a 
volunteer, nonprofit organiza­ 
tion working for the improved 
care and treatment of the men­ 
tally ill and the creation of a 
healthy clim ate in the com­ 
munity. Achievement of these 
goals is only through non- 
clinical methods. 


In education, the association 
provides speakers and panels to 
discuss matters of current in­ 
terest. This is a m onthly 
program. Topics have included 
m ega-vitam in therapy and 
mental health, minimal brain 
dysfunction in children, alter­ 
n a t i v e l i f e s t y l e s , open 
m arriage, human relations, 
child rearing techniques and 
parent/child relations, and the 
concept of normality in sexual 
behavior. 
LMHA also provides support 


to various local organizations 
and acts as a liaison service 
within the community. This is 
done in order to properly assess 
the needs of the community and 
determ ine how effectively 
these needs are being met. 
LMHA m em bers serve on 
various com m ittees such as the 
Mental Health Advisory Com­ 
mittee. a citizen group that 
meets with the county staff to 
discuss possible improvements 
in mental health care. 
The association supports 
various school programs and 
the mental health services in all 
their facets; 
Dawn House, 
Drop-in Center, and alcoholic 
programs. 
LMHA volunteers 
are trained to work at the 
Friendship House and the Com­ 
munity Friends where they 
provide a better one-to-one care 
re la t io n s h ip with p eople 
recovering from an emotional 
crisis or breakdown, as well as 
friendship to the aged, especial­ 
ly shut-ins 
The LMHA is a United Way 
agency. 


Judge Stevens said if the 
supervisors had control over 
Abersman’s salary they could 
“ set the salary so low that the 
court would be unable to carry 
out the legislative intent” of the 
Miller bill.

But political seers in the County 
Building who have followed the 
skirm ishes 
involving Judge 
Dodson, the county supervisors 
and Menzel say the new legisla­ 
tion could well result in the 
presiding judge expanding his 
court facility which is next to 
Menzel’s office into Menzel’s 
office, and setting up Abersman 
to take over Menzel’s court 
role. 
If this happens, Menzel says 
he would be left with control of 
the recorder’s office, elections 
office, and sundry other duties.

Court holds 
to death 
penalty 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Supreme Court today declined 
to reconsider its decisions up­ 
holding 
capital 
punishment 
laws for murder in Georgia, 
Texas and Florida, but agreed 
to decide whether the Georgia 
death penalty can constitution­ 
ally be applied to rapists. 
By refusing to reconsider its 
July decisions, the court brings 
nearly 200 men and women in 
the Georgia, Florida and Texas 
death rows far closer to execu­ 
tion. A stay granted over the 
summer by Justice Lewis F. 
Powell was lifted today when 
the justices declined to rehear 
those cases. 
The high court also told the 
Arkansas Supreme Court to 
review that state’s death 
penalty law in light of last 
Ju ly’s decisions upholding some 
death penalty statutes. 
In those rulings, which were 
denied further review today, 
the court struck down mandato­ 
ry death penalty laws but up­ 
held those which give juries 
some opportunity to exercise 
mercy and allow state supreme 
courts to review the sentence of 
death in comparison with other 
capital cases. 
The Arkansas law lists 
specific crimes calling for the 
death penalty but allows the 
jury to find mitigating circum­ 
stances and return a verdict of 
life in prison. However, the 
Arkansas Supreme Court is not 
specifically given the power to 
review the sentence, even if it 
is death. 
The July decisions specifical­ 
ly left open whether capital 
punishment is constitutionally 
acceptable when no one dies as 
a result of the crime, as in for­ 
cible rape. The court w ill 
decide that question in the 
Georgia case accepted for 
review today. 
The only chances for the con­ 
demned to avoid death now 
hinge on state courts and gover­ 
nors. They could file additional 
motions for new trials on other 
grounds and seek executive 
clemency In Florida, they can 
file a motion for a reduced

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Supreme Court today dismissed 
claims by California landown­ 
ers that their property rights 
are violated by a state regula­ 
tion requiring them to admit 
union organizers onto their land 
to recruit farmworkers. 
The justices acted in a brief 
order, rejecting the lan­ 
downers' appeal from a state 
Supreme Court decision up­ 
holding the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board regulation. 
The regulation, approved in 
August, 1975, allows union 
organizers to enter a farm or 
vineyard to recruit workers and 
discuss union issues during 
breaks and lunch hours. Organ­ 
izers may not disrupt produc­ 
tion, however. 


The regulation was approved 
by the A LRB only one day after 
the board was created as a 
means of winning labor peace 
during a fight for farmworker 
members in California’s fields 
between the United Farmwork­ 
ers and the Teamsters Unions.

LA PAZ. Mexico (U P I) — 
Politicians blame the shoddy 
construction of a dam for the 
death of up to 1,000 persons 
buried by mud or swept out to 
sea last week during Hurricane 
Liza 
Gov. Cesar Mendoza Aram- 
buru, of Southern Baja Califor­ 
nia. said late Sunday 403 bodies 
had been found 
Red Cross 
spokesmen and government of­ 
ficials put the figure at 650. 
Both said the death toll may 
reach 1,000. 
Weeping survivors began 
burying the dead in mass 
graves Sunday and rescue 
w orkers, w earing m asks 
against the stench, used bull­ 
dozers to search for more 
bodies covered by mudslides 
Liza swept in from the 
Pacific Thursday, raking the 
southern tip of Baja California 
and smashing this ramshackle 
town of 60.000. 
At least 108 fishermen from 
the village of Topolobampo. 110 
miles northeast of La Pai. were 
believed drowned when their 12 
shrimp boats disappeared dur­ 
ing the storm 
But most of the victims were 
killed in La Paz when the 30- 
foot-tall dike built along the 


Cajoncito River burst, sweep­ 
ing away hundreds of tarpaper 
shacks 
Local officials, led by Con­ 
gressman Gilberto Marquez 
Fischer, charged that the three- 
year-old dike was not strong 
enough to withstand the hur­ 
rican e’s 130-mile-per-hour 
winds 
“ It was a heap of sand held 
together by rocks and stones,’’ 
Fischer said 
Many of the working-class 
residents crushed by falling 
buildings or swept out to sea by 
Liza lived behind the dike 
Jesus Robles Linares, in 
charge of the Water Resources 
Secretariat, told reporters his 
office took responsibility for 


building the dam, but said “ La 
Paz was hit by a meteorologi­ 
cal phenomenon.” 
Hundreds of weeping survi­ 
vors attended a memorial mass 
Sunday in the city cathedral, 
then turned to the grim task of 
burying the dead Mass graves 
were dug. filled with bodies and 
quickly sealed. 


M ilita ry planes flew in 
emergency food, medical and 
other supplies and authorities 
began a mass inoculation 
program to avert outbreaks of 
disease in a city still without 
electricity or running drinking 
water 
The governor said it will take 
two years to rebuild the city.

A ceremony Saturday honor­ 
ing the army signal corps ended 
about 15 minutes early, ap­ 
parently saving the life of the 
president and other top officials 
on the reviewing stand, the 
sources said. 
A plastic explosive charge 
planted inside the tubular metal 
framework of the stand, just 
behind the national seal, 
wrecked the floor and shredded 
the roof a few minutes after the 
dignitaries walked away, the 
sources said 
They said it 
almost certainly would have 
killed Videla and others if it had 
gone off sooner.

succeeded by Summa Corp 
Greenspun contends the ini­

Summa also is trying to void 
the purchase of the Paradise 
Valley Country Club and Golf 
Course in Las Vegas which it 
bought from Greenspun

Military sharing

power and reserve affairs. 
Tankersley said that in 
California, there were 100,000 
national guardsmen and reser­ 
vists from the Army, Navy, 
Coast Guard and Marine Corps

DETROIT (U P I) - The Ford 
Motor Co. and the United Auto 
Workers today appeared ready 
to wrap up details of a new con­ 
tract giving auto workers their 
first shot at a shorter work 
week. 
The key to settlement ap­ 
peared to be the automaker’s 
willingness, after a flat nega­ 
tive answer before the strike 
began at midnight, Sept. 14, to 
grant the UAW at least part of 
its demand for reduced work 
time with no cut in pay. The un­ 
ion claims shortening the work 
week is the only possible way to 
create more jobs. 
The negotiators began return­ 
ing to Ford world headquarters 
in suburban Dearborn before 9 
a.m. following a weekend of in­ 
tensive bargaining that sources 
said provided the m ajor 
breakthroughs towards ending 
the walkout by Ford’s 170,000 
blue collar workers. The agree­ 
ment will set the pattern for the 
other 530,000 U.S. auto workers. 
Bargainers met for 14 hours 
each day on Friday and Satur­ 
day and for better than 15 hours 
Sunday in a session that 
stretched into the early hours 
today. 
“ There really isn’t anything 
that big standing in the way of 
an agreement today,’’ said one 
union source. 
The No. 2 auto company has 
agreed to give workers four 
days extra time off in the first 
year of the new contract, eight 
days in the second year and 12 
in the third year, radio station 
W JR said it learned from 
sources. 
This was seen as the start of 
the union’s goal of a four-day 


work week — the first reduction 
in the 40-hour week since the 
Great Depression. 


It was not known if the auto 
firm had won its demand that 
time off, in addition to the 32Vfe 
days workers now receive each 
year, would be tied to a good at­ 
tendance record. 
The Wall Street Journal es­ 
timated the tentative terms of 
the agreement would add about 
10 per cent a year to Ford’s 
labor costs, which now total 
about $11 an hour per worker in 
wages and fringe benefits. 


UAW spokesmen said it 
would take a week to 10 days to 


gain ratification by the union 
membership. The strike has 
closed Ford’s 102 facilities in 22 
states. 
The union reportedly agreed 
to the traditional 3 per cent an­ 
nual wage increase with con­ 
tinued unlimited cost-of-living 
improvements. In the past 
three years, workers have 
received an extra $1 14 an hour 
cost-of-living improvements 
in 
to raise the wage of the average 
Ford worker to $6 84 an hour. 
The company also agreed 
that all but 5 cents of the past 
year’s cost-of-living raises 
would be included in the new 
base wage rates, sources said

DEAR READ ERS: Today begins Fire 
Prevention Week. I’ve had so much 
response to the column I published last 
year on the same occasion that I thought 
I ’d reprint it. 
In 1974, approxim ately 12.000 
Americans perished in nearly three 
million fires. And in Canada, there were 
nearly 900 deaths caused by approx­ 
imately 79,000 fires. 
A large percentage of those who died 
were children, elderly persons and in­ 
valids who had been left alone “ for just a 
few minutes.” 
The chief causes of fires, in order of 
the toll taken, were: 
1. Smoking 
2. Electrical wiring 
3. Heating and cooking equipment 
4. Children playing with matches 
5. Open flames and sparks 
6. Flammable liquids 


The Community pride program began 
in California ten years ago. It is now a 
popular 4-H program in 13 western 
states. 
Josephine W. Van Schaick, 
county youth adviser, says that primary 
purpose of the program is to help youth 
learn about the structure of their com­ 
munities so they may become involved 
in its decision-making processes to make 
communities better places in which to 
live.

Firefighting tips well 
worth repeating 


7. Suspected arson 
8. Chimneys and flues 
9. Lightning 
10. Spontaneous ignition. 
The total loss due to fire in 1973 was an 
estimated $3,001,000,000 in the U S A 
and $254 million in Canada. 
Now for some tips that could save your 
life: 
— Be sure your cigarette is out. 
Matches, too. And never leave matches 
and lighters within the reach of children. 
— Don't run cords under rugs or over 
radiators where they may get damaged. 
And replace a cord if it is frayed. 
— Never leave small children alone in 
the house. Not even for a few minutes. 
— Have your wiring and electrical in­ 
stallations done by a professional. 
— Store oily rags and paints in a cool 
place in tightly sealed metal containers 
— Never use flammable liquids for 
dry-cleaning indoors. 
— Never smoke in bed. 
— Have a fire drill in your home to be 
sure everyone knows what to do in case 
of fire. 
Remember: Fire extinguishers put out 
97 per cent of all fires on which they are 
sprayed, and most large fires start as 
small fires. So, invest in a compact, 
easy-to-use fire extinguisher and keep it 
handy in your kitchen, or be a sport and 
buy one for your cottage, car, boat and 
the back bedroom 
More recently, some excellent fire- 
detection systems have become 
available to homeowners. Ask your local 
fire marshal about them. 
NOW, in case of fire: 
If you suspect fire, feel the top of the 
door. If it’s hot, don’t open it. Escape 
through the window. But first alert the 
rest of the household. 
If you can’t open the window, break it 
with a chair. Cover the rough edges with 
a blanket, sit on the window ledge with 
one leg hanging outside and one inside, 
and wait for help 
The phone number of your fire depart­ 
ment should be taped on every telephone. 
If it isn’t, don’t fumble around trying to 
find it. Get out and 
call from a 
neighbor’s house. 
If you live in an apartment building, 
use the stairway. Don't take a chance on 
the elevator. If it fails, you’re trapped. 


Once out, stay out. No treasure — not 
even the family pet — is worth risking a 
human life.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
California Atty. Gen. Evelle 
Younger thinks marijuana may 
be decriminalized in the state 
next year, he said in an inter­ 
view with the San Francisco 
Examiner. 
“ I suspect that’s going to hap­ 
pen,” Younger told the Ex­ 
aminer. ” 1 think the votes to 
elim inate a ll penalties for 
marijuana exist in the legisla­ 
ture and I would anticipate that 
would be the way they’ll go next 
year. 
“ I think it’s a mistake ... 
because we don’t know that 
much about marijuana yet.”

He said he thinks the author 
of the law, George Moscone, 
then a state senator and now

’’those who supported it.” 
” I ’m not sure it was acciden­ 
tal,” Younger said. ” 1 suppose 
they figured that it would be so 
hard to enforce and nobody 
would like it, so the next step 
would be decriminalization.” 
Younger, 58, considered a 
strong possible contender for 
the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination, said he feels even 
more strongly about decrimi­ 
nalizing heroin. He said it has 
failed elsewhere, including En­ 
gland. 
” It makes great cocktail 
party conversation ... but 
decriminalization could literal­ 
ly double or triple the number 
of heroin addicts in the 
country,” Younger told the Ex­ 
aminer. 
‘it ’s a big enough problem 
now and that would be a major 
disaster,” said the attorney 
general, adding he favored even

Younger also said in the in­ 
terview in Sunday’s edition:

His office 
is studying new shield laws to 
grant reporters broader im­ 
munity from revealing sources, 
he said. 
—He would not run against 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. now 
’’because if the polls mean 
anything, and I think they do, 
Gov. Brown would be able to 
w ithstand any challenge 
today.” 
—Jim m y Carter would win 
the election if it were held to­ 
day but President Ford’s image 
is improving while Carter’s is 
deteriorating. Younger said 
Carter’s "Playboy” magazine 
interview was ’’stupid” and 
showed “ te rrib ly poor 
judgment.” 
—Americans in Mexican pris­ 
ons are treated no worse than 
Mexicans.

Kohl, who ran on the platform

of 
Socialism,” did not dispute the 
coalition’s slim majority, but 
said he should form the new 
government as leader of the 
largest party. 
“I go on the assumption that 
President Walter Scheel will 
ask me to form a government,” 
Kohl said early today after the 
returns were in. “I invite the 
Free Democrats to hold coali- 


tion talks.” 


Foreign Minister Hans Die­ 
trich Genscher, chairman of 
the liberal Free Democrats, 
im m ediately rejected the 
invitation. 


“Before the election we an­ 
nounced our intention to remain 
in coalition with the Social 
Democrats,” Genscher told 
Kohl on national television. 
“We won a majority on that 
basis and it is large enough.” 


Scheel, a Free Democrat, had 
indicated the coalition could re­ 
tain power if it won a majority 
of votes, even if the Christian 
Democrats won the most seats. 


Form er Chancellor Willy 
Brandt, chairman of the Social 
Democrats, agreed, saying “a 
majority is a majority, no mat­ 
ter how small.” 


The Christian Democrats 
jumped from 225 seats to 244 in 
the Bundestag, the lower house 
of Parliament, to become the 
largest single party. 


The coalition’s representa­ 
tion dropped from 271 to 252.

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Syria halts drive for peace try 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
Syria temporarily halted its 
drive against Palestinian 
strongholds to give diplomats 
time to grope for solutions to 
the 18-month Lebanese civil 
war before another outburst of 
fighting. 


With only sporadic fighting 
reported in Lebanon Sunday, 
Arab and Western diplomats 
conferred in Paris, Cairo and 
other capitals in an attempt to 
avoid an all-out showdown 


between Syrians and the 
alliance of Palestinian and lef­ 
tist forces. 
Scattered clashes were re­ 
ported in Beirut and its sub­ 
urbs. In the north, rightists 
reported fighting between Mos­ 
lems and Christians around 
Tripoli. 
Leftists said Syrian troops, 
who last week routed Palestini­ 
ans from their mountain 
strongholds, were massing 31 
miles south of Beirut. 
Swine flu immunization 
under way; no complaints 


ATLANTA (UPI) - The 
nationwide swine flu immuniza­ 
tion program has gotten under 
way with no immediate com­ 
plaints about sickening side ef­ 
fects from the vaccine, but 
some shortages of the medicine 
were reported. 
The program, designed to 
prevent an epidemic of deadly 
swine flu, began late last week 
with the inoculations of “high 
risk” groups — elderly persons 
and those with chronic disea­ 
ses. 
Don Berreth, public informa­ 
tion officer for the national 
Center for Disease Control, 
said Saturday the major dif­ 
ficulty has been lack of suf­ 
ficient quantities of vaccine in 
some states to conduct large- 
scale inoculation clinics. 
“I have not heard of any com­ 
plaints about bad side effects,” 
Berreth said. 
Jet injector guns, which can 
vaccinate up to 800 persons an 
hour, were being used in im­ 
munization clinics in several 
cities. 
In Los Angeles, Dr. Sheridan 
Weinstein, top U.S. Public 
Health Service physician in the 
Pacific area, was one of the 
first persons to get a swine flu 
shot on the West Coast. Weins­ 
tein was among a group of high- 
risk patients at the Wadsworth 
Veterans 
Administration 
Hospital. 
Weinstein said he was “tak- 


ing my own medicine first” to 
show that the vaccine is safe. 
William McClain, 75, one of 
those who got a shot in In­ 
dianapolis, said he had a heart 
attack earlier this year and 
decided to get a swine flu shot 
“because I’m too close to death 
to get the flu.” 
Alleen Still, who received a 
shot at a nursing home in Bir­ 
mingham, Ala., said, “I’m glad 
these were available to us. I 
think everybody in all the nurs­ 
ing homes ought to take them. 
It didn't hurt a bit and it might 
save us a lot of sickness.” 
In Wisconsin, shots have been 
delayed until the week of Oct. 
17 because of a vaccine shor­ 
tage. Rick Fetherston, a 
spokesman for the state medi­ 
cal society said “most physi­ 
cians in the state are highly up­ 
set at the mismanagement of 
the program at the federal 
level.” 
Meanwhile, the CDC an­ 
nounced Saturday that a flu 
epidemic on the U.S.-owned 
island of Guam, in the Pacific, 
was caused by the A-Victoria 
strain of influenza and that no 
swine flu virus had been found. 


At the same time, Lebanese 
leftist leader Kamal Jumblatt 
met in Paris with French 
Foreign M inister Louis de 
Guiringaud to discuss a French 
offer to host a Lebanese peace 
conference. 
In the past, leftists have 
demanded the withdrawal of 
Syrian troops from Lebanon 
before they will agree to any 
peace talks. 


Jumblatt told reporters the 
Syrians should not participate 
in the peace parley because 
“the Lebanese must solve their 
problems among themselves.” 


He said his Socialist party 
was willing to attend the talks, 
but called on France to put 
pressure on the Syrians and to 
intervene with the United 


States to do the same. 
French officials said Guirin­ 
gaud hoped to persuade all 
major Lebanese groups to con­ 
vene a peace conference in 
Paris by late October. 
In Cairo, the newspaper Al 
Ahram said in today’s editions 
a limited Arab summit on the 
war will be held in the Saudi 
Arabian capital of Riyadh 
within the next few days. 
The restricted Arab summit 
will include all the warring 
Lebanese and Palestinian par­ 
ties plus Egypt, Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait. 
Political sources said Syria 
has demanded King Hussein of 
Jordan be invited too, but 
Egypt and the Palestinan 
Liberation Organization reject­ 
ed this.

Pats' Grogan an early-season superstar

Whoever said that the best offense is a 
good defense must have been inspired by 
Lompoc coach Mike Warren. Warren 
took his super defense (minus one Mike 
Walker), his offense, and a little soccer- 
style kicker named Ronnie Garcia down 
to Santa Barbara High Friday night and 
stunned the pass-crazy Dons 16-7 at tiny 
Peabody Stadium. 
The Braves* defense held Santa Bar­ 
bara to minus one-yard rushing and 
forced one safety, the offense scored two 
touchdowns in one game for the first 
time this year, and Garcia added the two 
points after. 
No doubt though, the most spec­ 
tacular event of the night wasn't seeing 
the Brave defense knock the Don’s runn­ 
ing game backwards, or observing Lom­ 
poc’s Pat Fridrich make back-to-back in­ 
terceptions. It was the amazing aerial 
display by Don q u arterback Ray 
Calderone and receiver Sam Greene. 
Greene was the recipient of five of 
Calderone’s bombs, and gained 112 of the 
Dons’ 216 yards passing. 
"Green is a helluva athlete,’’ admitted 
Warren. "He’s very quick. We were just 
lucky that we had those interceptions." 
Despite the three interceptions (one by 
Casey Candaele), Warren wasn’t totally 
satisfied with his secondary. 
"We weren’t prepared for one of the 
patterns they ran against us," he of­ 
fered. "We had a terrible week of prac­ 
tice and we weren’t totally ready for the 
game.” 
When the season started, a lot of peo­ 
ple felt that there wasn’t a better runn­ 
ing back in the league than Calvin Boler. 
But now Boler is getting some competi­ 
tion from his own backyard in Pat 
Fridrich 
Fridrich, besides intercepting two pas­ 
ses, ran 18 yards for the Braves’ second 
touchdown. 
In general, Warren couldn’t have been 
more pleased with his offense. 
"Our offensive line as a unit has really 
improved, we moved the ball well, and 
all-around, our kicking game is better." 
Despite the improvement in the offen­ 


sive line, the Braves were whistled twice 
for lining up offsides, and Warren feels 
he was jobbed by the refs. 
"We went through the game film over 
and over and we just don’t see where we 
lined up wrong." 
Like most of Santa Barbara’s passes, 
Calderone’s bomb to tight end Cris 
Robinson in the first quarter was nothing 
less than spectacular. With two Lompoc 
defenders covering him, Robinson made 
a fingertip catch and fell into the end 
zone. 
"We watched it on film and it was just 
an amazing catch," praised Warren. 
"His body was completely stretched 
when he caught it, and he still managed 
to hang on to the ball." 
In the second quarter, the Braves 
scored a safety for the second week in a 
row, but this one was no daring blocked 
kick. Backed up on their own two-yard 
line, the Dons were set to punt. The 
center snapped the ball over the punter’s 
head and out of the end zone to give the 
Braves the easiest two points they’ll 
make all year. 
Minutes later, with the ball on Lom­ 
poc’s 38, Boler took off and was finally 
dragged down on the four-yard line. On 
the next play, Boler high-stepped around 
right end and into the end zone. 
Despite a win over a bigger ballclub, 
Warren felt that his Braves were under­ 
prepared. 
"We were prepared physically but not 
mentally or emotionally,” he confessed. 
"We had expected them to pass a lot and 
they did, but we didn’t expect them to be 
as good defensively. 
"Against Rolling Hills they weren’t as 
sharp, but while we had a bad week of 
practice, they were becoming more 
polished; they stopped our trap plays 
very well.” 
In summing up, Warren feels Lompoc 
has come a long way from the league 
carnival. 
“1 really doubt if we could have beaten 
this Santa Barbara team three weeks 
ago ”

Conqs bite dust 
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A's set to 
dismantle 
a dynasty 


OAKLAND (UPI) — The ravages of 
time broke up the New York Yankees 
dynasty in the mid-1960s, but the Oakland 
A’s — the closest thing to a long-ruling 
baseball powerhouse in recent years — 
were officially dismantled Sunday with 
five key unsigned players reiterating for 
the umpteenth time they won’t play 
again for owner Charles O. Finley. 


The five — Joe Rudi, Sal Bando, Gene 
Tenace, Bert Campaneris and Rollie 
Fingers — were vital cogs in the A’s 
machinery that won five consecutive 
division titles in the American League 
and three World Series championships. 


After Sunday’s season-ending 1-9 loss 
to the California Angels, they let it be 
known they were available to all except 
A’s owner Charles 0. Finley.

The early leader in the running for the 
"Understatement erf the Season" award 
is Cabrillo coach Ed Knowles, who sum­ 
med up Friday night’s 39-6 loss to San 
Marcos thusly: 
“That was kind of embarrassing " 
Knowles' actual sentiments were 
a 
trifle stronger than that statement would 
indicate, as his players will find out this 
week. 
The most one-sided football loss in the 
school’s 11-year history will not be taken 
lightly by Knowles and his staff. The 
season, which started off shakily and 
then went downhill, hit rock bottom Fri­ 
day. 
Knowles says that there will likely be 
"several personnel changes" on his foot­ 
ball team this week. Certain players will 
shape-up, attitude-wise, or ship out. 
"It’s bad enough to get beat by 30," 
said Knowles yesterday, "but the thing 
that was embarrassing was the lack of 
discipline and the lack of poise It was 
really disheartening, and it’s not going to 
happen again." 
Knowles did not sleep well Friday 
night. You don’t beat insomnia by 
counting penalty flags being thrown 
against your team. The Conqs earned 14 
of the little yellow hankies. 
"And what makes it worse," said 
Knowles, shaking his head in frustration, 
“ is that six of them were personal fouls, 
which are just ridiculous Our guys just 
lost their poise. They were getting 
frustrated, and they were getting their 
butts kicked " 
Even San Marcos coach Sut Puailoa 
was puzzled, as his team took full advan­ 
tage of five fumbles, two interceptions, 
those 14 penalties, and a general fizzling 
of the Cabrillo offense and defense 
“It’s not like a Cabrillo team,” said 
Puailoa. "They made more miscues than 
any other Cabrillo team I’ve ever seen.” 
And Sut has seen them all. 
Give credit to the Royals for helping 
the Conqs take the pratfall The Royal 
defense played its third super game of 
the season, once again allowing zero 
touchdowns (Cabrillo's TD was on a 
kickoff return). 


And the offense was surprising, as 
superstud fullback Doug MacKenzie was 
used as a decoy most of the night, and 
halfback Bill Schott, quarterback Bill 
Kelley and wide receiver Jay Larson did 
the damage. 
It all started just before halftime. An 
eight-yard Cabrillo punt just after two 
Cabrillo penalties set up a nine-yard San 
Marcos scoring drive. 
But wait — the Conqs were still alive. 
Ross Langley, who returned the season’s 
first kickoff for an 80-yard touchdown 
picked up the San Marcos kickoff at the 
one-yard line, broke a tackle at the 
seven, and sprinted down the middle for 
a school-record 99-yard touchdown (old 
record 90 yards, by Wayne Brown, last 
year). 
Then the backbreaker. Two plays 
later, quarterback Kelley fired a short 
sideline pass to Larson, who eluded Conq 
defenders and turned the short pass into 
a 62-yard touchdown 
“Our morale just kind of broke," said 
Knowles "We went in at halftime just 
completely demoralized." 
It certainly showed in the third 
quarter, as the Royals had a 12-play, 79- 
yard scoring drive, then recovered a 
fumble on Cabrillo’s first scrimmage 
play, and on the next play Kelly threw a 
20-yard TD pass to Bob Bates.

CHICAGO (UPI) — World heavyweight champ Muhammad Ali announced his 
retirement last week but his absence from a Nation of Islam gathering called to dis­ 
cuss his future has raised new doubt on whether Ali really will leave the ring 
Wallace Muhammad, leader of the Black Muslim movement in the United States, 
appeared before the packed house, urged Ali to retire from the ring and even offered 
Ali financial aid if the champion needs it. 
Muhammad said it appeared that "like the great champions before Muhammad 
Ali,” Ali had squandered his vast winnings. 
"As for Muhammad Ali, I did think he had millions of dollars in property value and 
I thought he had at least a million or so in cash dollars,” Muhammad said "If he 
should lose wealth because of changing his life. I would give him all the wealth that I 
have." 


Muhammad said he understood Ali had spent the purse from last week’s fight with 
Ken Norton "before he got it.” 
Muhammad said during a half-hour address that he urged Alt to retire last week in 
Istanbul, Turkey, after Ali successfully defended his title against Norton. But 
Muhammad said after he publicly made the request, Ali "stumbled around" before 
he finally said he was through with boxing 
The Black Muslim leader said Ali received a phone call from Chicago and "may 
have been going over his bills and the announcement brought shock among bankers 
and businessmen and people he had been dealing with."

The Kansas City Royals, who tried nearly every pos­ 
sible way to blow the American League West title in 
their final two weeks, lost the season finale 5-3, to the 
Minnesota Twins Sunday—their ninth defeat in the last 
11 games 
Then, in one last demonstration of their fitful for­ 
tunes of recent weeks, they staged a postgame alter­ 
cation with the Twins, which even saw racial over­ 
tones rear their ugly head. 
Actually, the game itself was unimportant. The real 
significance of the season finale was the batting cham­ 
pionship race, in which George Brett and Hal McRae 
of the Royals and Rod Carew of the Twins all had a 
shot to win with a good day at the plate. 
All of them did, but it was Brett, getting three hits in 
one game for the 29th time this season, who wound up 
the champion with a 333 average. In order to win it, 
though. Brett needed an inside-the-park homer on his 
last at-bat—and that, or rather the manner in which the 


ball was handled by Twins’ left fielder Steve Brye, is 
what pushed McRae to a season-ending boiling point. 
McRae, who wound up second by one percentage 
point to Brett, accused Twins’ Manager Gene Mauch 
of ordering Brye to let Brett’s fly ball drop— possibly 
for racially motivated reasons. 
“I just hope everybody knows why I lost it," said 
McRae, who upon grounding in the ninth inning made 
several gestures at the Twins’ dugout before charging 
Mauch. "I'm glad George won but I hate to see it hap­ 
pen this way. I think he deserves the title but I think 
both of us wish it could have been decided cleanly." 
Mauch was visibly disturbed that McRae felt he 
ordered Brye to let the ball drop. 
"If I thought he (Brye) hadn’t lost the ball I would

It’s taken just one short month of the National Football 
League season to transform Steve Grogan from a virtual un­ 
known to the most potent offensive force in the league.

Stingley and 16 yards to Marlin Briscoe and also scored on 
runs of two and 10 yards. "I wasn’t sacked once today or last 
week. On those two pass plays to Stingley, I was able to stand 
there and stand there and wait for him to be open. The offen­ 
sive line was super." 
New England took a 21-10 halftime lead and then turned 
the game into a rout in the second half, building a 48-10 lead 
before sub quarterback Mike Rae ran a yard for a Raider TD 
in the closing minutes.

As Miami safety Charlie 
Babb put it: “When we’re in a 
five-two, there’s a lot you can 
do, there’s some spots you can 
An exhausted Hunt 
wins Canadian Prix 


TORONTO, Canada (UPI) - 
For England’s James Hunt the 
pressure was twofold at Sun­ 
day’s Formula 1 Grand Prix of 
Canada — from dogged second- 
place finisher Patrick Depailler 
of France and from world rac­ 
ing standings leader Niki 
Lauda. 
But Hunt, who immediately 
vomited from exhaustion and a 
shaky stomach at the conclu­ 
sion of the nearly 200-mile grind 
at Mosport Park, near Toronto, 
outlasted Depailler; then, in 
taking first, gained nine points 
on Lauda, who is shooting for a 
second consecutive world title. 
“Patrick was pushing me 
harder than I wanted to be 
pushed,” said a bedraggled 
Hunt after piloting his McLaren 
at an average 117.843 miles per 
hour for over an hour and a

“Lauda also made a gallant 
effort, but this is a very 
physically demanding course 
and he cannot be as strong as 
usual at this point in his 
recovery.”

Georgia has only one starting 
defensive player who weighs 
more than 210 pounds and the 
team’s defensive coach nick­ 
named his squad, “The Runts." 
The name seems to reflect little 
on the ability of the Georgia 
defenders. 
The sixth-ranked Bulldogs 
beat ninth-ranked Alabama, 21- 
0, Saturday. The shutout was 
Georgia's second in 15 days and 
the first suffered by the 
Crimson Tide in six years. 
“Keep playing this game and 
it will happen to you," said 
Alabama Coach Bear Bryant. 
“We lost to a spirited team, and 
that’s an understatement. I 
didn’t expect them to shut us 
out, but they richly deserved 
it." 
Georgia limited Alabama’s 
wishbone offense to 49 yards 
rushing, 250 below the Tide’s 
average, and sacked quarter­ 
back Jeff Rutledge six times in 
the final period when Alabama 
abandoned the wishbone for a 
passing attack. 
Quarterback Matt Robinson 
paced the Bulldogs’ offense, 
rushing three yards for one 
touchdown and passing six 
yards to Ulysses Norris for 
another. 
Neither second-ranked UCLA 
nor eighth-ranked Ohio State 
elected to gamble in the last 
minute of play in their 10-10 tie. 
Ohio State Coach Woody Hayes 
was booed by many of the 87,969 
fans in Columbus, Ohio, for his 
decision to punt rather than try 
for a first down on a fourth-and- 
four at UCLA’s 48 with 30 se­ 
conds left. 
“I don’t like ties but I wasn’t 
going to throw the game 
aw ay," Hayes said. "We 
decided to kick it down in there, 
thinking they would come out 
passing and we would in­ 
tercept.”

The bus system 


The trial city bus service ap­ 
pears to be in trouble and 
following an assessment last 
week, remedies have been 
recommended which hopefully 
may alleviate some of the 
problems. 
The two-hour study of the 
first month of operation was 
complete. All criticism and 
suggestion 
was properly 
logged and the city committee 
acted promptly by recom ­ 
mending a lowering of the 
fares. It will now be up to the 
City Council to approve their 
recommendations. 
Despite the low, almost non­ 


existent patronage over the 
past three weeks, we believe 
that there is a need for some 
type of public transportation 
system within our growing 
valley. But there are obvious 
problems connected with such 
an establishment and the 
biggest one, of course, is 
funding. 


It becomes a question of 
which comes first, the chicken 
or the egg. If there is no 
patronage, very little is con­ 
tributed of course to the final 
operation and full subsidizing 
would become necessary. 


Where these funds would come 
from, who knows? 
Lompoc Valley residents 
must get used to riding the 
public transportation system 
in this trial period in order for 
the system to become a better 
and more efficient operation. 
Under the trial funding 
arrangement, little can be 
done to improve the present 
service, such as adding a third 
bus, for example. 
It is hoped that lower fares 
will induce more bus riding in 
order that we may be able to 
build a public transportation 
system for the future. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Ford's son gets his, too 


WASHINGTON - President Ford isn’t 
the only member of the family who has 
accepted small favors from the special 
interests. 
During his 
congressional 
years, Ford accepted golfing vacations 
from U.S. Steel and personalized guide 
books from the Carpenters Union. The 
giant Thiokol chem ical firm also flew his 
Son J a c k b e tw ee n 
Vail, Colo, and Logan, 
Utah, where Jack was 
attending Utah State 
University. 
T hiokol, a m ajo r 
government 
contrac­ 
tor, put his luxury 
plane at the disposal of 
corporate 
executive 
Jam es Brown, who is 
a friend of the Ford 
f a m ily . 
L ik e 
th e 
F ord s, 
Brow n 
also 
vacations at Vail and 
had a son attending 
school in Utah. 
The W hite House 
told us that the plane 
was making the flights 
anyway and that young Ford was invited 
along on only two occasions. His father 
was the House Republican leader at the 
time. 
Last month, we reported that Ford had 
golfed at U S. Steel’s Pine Valley, N .J., 
resort. His expenses, for these golfing 
weekends, we reported, were paid by the 
company. 
This has now been admitted by the 
White House, after a preliminary press 
report was put out that corporate ex­ 
ecutive William Whyte paid the bills out 
of his personal pocket. The White House 
has also acknowledged that Ford was the 
golfing guest of B eth leh em S te e l, 
Aluminum Company of America and 
Firestone Tire and Rubber. 


Now we have le a rn ed th a t the 
Carpenters Union gave Ford 200 hand­ 
some, personalized guides to Congress 
each year during his last years on 


Capitol Hill. These sold at $4 each, 
although the union was able to buy them 
wholesale for $1.35 apiece. 


The annual gift, therefore, added up to 
hundreds of dollars. The guide book, 
titled “ Know Your Congress” usually 
c a r r ie s a sim p le co v e r. B ut the 
Carpenters Union arranged with the 
publisher. Dr. Diosdado Yap, to print 
Ford’s picture on the cover. 


Sim ilar personalized copies of the 
guide, it should be noted, were also dis­ 
tributed by the union to Speaker Carl 
Albert. 
Rep. 
John Rhodes, R.-Ariz., 
House Clerk Edmund Henshaw and 
Sergeant-at-Arms Ken Harding 


We have also learned that Ford was 
ferried around in a $600,000 Lear jet, 
owned by Potlatch Forest, Inc., when he 
was House Republican leader. He was 
flown from a political speech in Spokane, 
Wash 
to Salt Lake City for another 
political appearance. The flight occurred 
while the tim ber lobby was fighting 
some big battles in the House. 


Ford has said ne was unaware who 
owned the yet. The man who provided it. 
Potlatch president Benton Cancell, at­ 
tended the University of Michigan about 
the same time as Ford. 


The House code carries penalties rang­ 
ing up to expulsion for members who 
“accept <a) gift of substantial value, 
directly or indirectly, from any person, 
organization or corporation having a 
direct interest in legislation before the 
Congress ’’ 


The President has said that he didn’t 
consider the golfing outings to be sub­ 
stantial. The White House hasn’t yet told 
us whether the guide books, worth 
hundreds of dollars, would be a substan­ 
tial gift. 


Footnote: 
We were unable to get 
responses from Thiokol about any other 
trips in the company plane by members 
of the Ford family. Indeed, the secretary

SPY BA SES. Fifteen months ago, an 
angry Turkish government evicted U.S. 
intelligence forces from over 20 bases, 
which were producing some of the most 
valuable intelligence in the history of es­ 
pionage. The loss was regarded by U.S. 
officials as catastrophic. 
Now the United States has quietly 
recovered "m o st” of the intelligence 
capability lost when the bases were 
closed, according to sources fam iliar 
with the supersecret intelligence opera­ 
tions. 
“ As long as th e T u rks m e rely 
threatened to close the bases,” a senior 
Pentagon official told us, “ they had a 
viable weapon. By actually closing them 
down, they forced a nation with great 
resources to find some alternatives ” 
Actually, our sources say the bases can 
never be totally replaced. From Turkey, 
U S 
intelligence installations could 
monitor 
Russian 
m issile 
tests and 
m ilitary maneuvers 
The sophisticated 
equipment could even pick up a pilot in 
the heart of Russia requesting landing in­ 
structions from the control tower. 
A listening post at Sinop on the Black 
Sea was particularly important, because 
it contained radar devices that could 
zoom directly on Soviet missile launch 
sites. 
American technology and ingenuity, 
however, have produced some sub­ 
stitutes This has been accomplished, ac­ 
cording to inside sources, by adjust­ 
ments at electronic listening posts in 
West Germany, Iran and on the Greek 
island of Crete At least one observation 
satellite has also been launched. 
At the tim e the bases were closed, in­ 
telligence sources claimed they were 
responsible for about a fourth of the 
clandestine information gathered about 
Soviet m ilitary activities 
In an effort to spur Congress into ap­ 
proving a $1 billion base pact with 
Turkey, Ford Administration officials 
are still mouthing the line that the 
Turkish bases are “ irreplaceable.” 
Deputy Defense Secretary Robert 
Ellsworth declared before a Senate com ­ 
m ittee only last month that the bases are 
essential for monitoring “ Soviet com ­ 
pliance with the ABM treaty and... com ­ 
pliance with the pending (disarm am ent) 
agreement " 
The truth is that the bases would be 
useful but that the United States has 
managed to keep a close watch on the 
Soviets without the bases There is some 
evidence, moreover, that the Turkish 
facilities were never as necessary as the 
Administration would have us believe. 


The other day Mr. Hodding C arter III, 
publisher of the Delta Dem ocrat Tim es, 
who is a summa cum laude graduate of 
Princeton U niversity and also very 
bright, gave it as his reason for devoting 
his full-time energies to the election of 
Jim m y Carter that the country was 
“ tired of being lied to” by its Presidents.

Knute Rockne lied to his team as all 
cheerleaders must; even as FDR lied 
when he said we had nothing to fear but 
fear itself, when in fact what we had to 
fear was things like hunger, unemploy­ 
ment, mortgage collectors. Nazis, Com­ 
munists and FDR Professor Hayek has 
said that the canard that one cannot turn 
the clock back is the equivalent of saying 
that one cannot learn from experience 
Experience should be an im portant 
teacher, and no one knows this better 
than Jim m y Carter. His experience as a 
governor of Georgia who sought pop­

Or, as C arter said 
of Lyndon Johnson, " a liar and a cheat” ? 
When the political m oralists really 
want to frighten us these days they 
dangle the figure of Richard Nixon 
before our memory. I have resolved 
from this day on to resist this. My 
quarrels with Mr. Nixon are not those of 
the m ajority — he gave us price controls, 
and an ambivalent policy in Indochina, 
and detente with the Soviet Union, and 
the apotheosis of Mao Tse-tung — that’s 
what I hold mostly against him 
Y et 
these are the measures that brought a 
detente, however temporary, in his rela­ 
tions with American liberals. 


The Nixon they refer to is exclusively 
the Nixon of W atergate, the man who 
conspired to cover-up. Well, he did it. he 
was caught, and he was ousted; so that’s 
that. Chicken thieves should not sit in the 
Oval Office. 
But to suggest that Nixon stands alone 
in covering-up illegalities is to advertise 
a kind of historical parochialism inap­ 
propriate to a summa cum laude from 
Princeton or, for that m atter, from San 
Quentin U Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
during 1940 and 1941, got up in the morn­ 
ing. brushed his teeth, and began a dav’s 


lying until, weary, he fell off to sleep at 
night. The best-seller “ A Man Called 
Intrepid’’ is substantially an account of 
the dissimulations and illegal and uncon­ 
stitutional activity of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, by an ardent adm irer who 
chronicles the critical aid extended by 
Roosevelt to the Allies before Pearl Har­ 
bor Though I regret the duplicity, I am 
glad FD R did it. And I doubt that the 
Carters, either Jim m y or Hodding, will 
denounce his memory for it. After all, 
Roosevelt — though he was always talk­ 
ing to Robert Sherwood and other in­ 
tim ates about the possibility of his im ­ 
peachment in the event he was caught 
out — won: he got the United States into 
war As they say, history is the polemic 
of the victor. 


Are we saying that there is a place for 
lying in office? That is an awkward for­ 
mulation 
What we are saying is that 
presidents will “ lie” . They will change 
their minds. They will dissimulate. They 
will smile when there is odium in their 
hearts, and scowl when they feel serene. 
They will denounce lying while lying, and 
preach about chastity when they are sin­ 
ning with their eyes. On this front there 
is no relief in sight.

concerning damages caused by the 300 
gallon containers, and the City, not the 
individual user, would control the use of 
the 300 gallon container.

Please be advised that I choose not to 
be forced to accept 
the “ community 
garbage sharing plan” as proposed by 
the Lompoc City Council. I also choose 
NOT to accept the liability which accom ­ 
panies this acceptance. 
As an apartment resident for 12 years. 
I participated in a “ garbage sharing” 
plan and was forced to live in close prox­ 
imity to a 
garbage dump I choose NOT 
to be forced into this situation as a 
homeowner. 


At present, the alley in the 1000 block 
between North Daisy and North Poppy 
is very clean I predict the situation will 
change immediately upon installation of 
the proposed community garbage bins. If 
the community garbage plan is indeed 
forced upon the homeowners of Lompoc, 
it will not save homeowners money. I, 
for one, will be forced to build a higher, 
opaque fence to block the view of the 
garbage dump from my yard. At present 
my transparent fence is adequate. I 
will also be forced to dispose of my new, 
regulation-sized garbage cans and lids.
